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SUBJECT: FUTURE EXTRADITION REQUEST 

1. DEPT OF JUSTICE AND DEA CONTEMPLATE REQUESTING THE 
EXTRADITION OF A PORTUGUESE CITIZEN NOW RESIDING IN 
PORTUGAL WHO ALLEGEDLY IMPORTED SOME 200 KILOGRAMS OF 
HEROIN INTO THE USA. SUCH WOULD NOT BE A SPECIFIED 
CRIME UNDER THE EXTRADITION TREATY NOW IN FORCE, BUT 
WOULD BE AN EXTRADITABLE CRIME UNDER EXTRADITION TREATY 
INITIALED BUT NOT YET RATIFIED. DEPT OF JUSTICE HAS ALSO 
BEEN ADVISED BY DEPT THAT OUR RECORDS OF RECENT TREATY 
NEGOTIATIONS REFLECT THAT PORTUGUESE CONSTITUTION DOES 
NOT PERMIT EXTRADITION OF ITS OWN CITIZENS WHERE NO 
RECIPROCITY EXISTS, AS IN THIS CASE, BUT JUSTICE WISHES 
QUERY PARA 2 TO BE MADE ANYWAY. 

2. EMBASSY IS INSTRUCTED TO APPROACH APPROPRIATE 
PORTUGUESE OFFICIALS TO INQUIRE IF GOP WOULD EXPELL OR 
EXTRADITE SAID DESCRIBED PORTUGUESE CITIZEN IN VIEW OF 
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PENDING EXTRADITION TREATY BUT WITHOUT USG BEING ABLE 
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TO RECIPROCATE A LIKE REQUEST FROM GOP UNTIL AND ONLY AS 
PROVIDED IN PENDING EXTRADITION TREATY. RUSH 
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
